The production of muni- 
tions on a heavy scale in Canada 
has been for use overseas. These 
exports have included many com- 
ponents and materials obtained in 
the United States. “Apart from 
their foreign exchange implica- 
tions,” wrote Mr. Blyth, “they 
represent an ‘offset’ to a consider- 
able part of the value of exports.” 

But though Canadian exports 
have included a heavy percentage 
of munitions, the trade in com- 
modities which Canada exported 
before the war has expanded, espe- 
cially in exports going to 
United States and the United King- 
dom. 

“The wartime character of 
much of this demand is clearly 
evident,” the review continued. 
“In the case of food exported to 
the United Kingdom, for in- 

Stance, Canada has become a 
principal supplier of some kin 
of food which were formerly ob- 
tained elsewhere. . . . Similarly, 
much of the present level of 
United States demand for Cana- 
dian food and industrial mate- 
rials is the product of wartime 
conditions.”

Taking export trade figures for 
1943, Mr.+Blyth reported that of 
$421,.500,000 in exports going to non-

| Normally speaking, 
on whom we could count would be 
self-appointed. They would be in-

| And what will come after the sur- 
render? Actually, the unconditional 
surrender formula is in the waste- 
paper basket. Surrender implies 
authority that can and will sur- 
render. ‘he Nazis will not. The 
French Fascists have not even sur- 
rendered in Paris and Marseilles. 
They have had to be dislodged 
|house by house, and could only be 
dislodged by Frenchmen, because 
we don’t know who they are or 
where they are. It is unlikely that 
the German Nazis will show less 
fight than the French Fascists— 
but what Germans are going to 
help us?

It is easier to remain depend- 
ent than to develop independ- 
ence. For that reason children 
get into the nepit of letting 
someone else make all their de- 
cisions for them. Then if the re- 
sults are unpleasant they need 
take no blame. 


_ But this is not the road to 
being a grownup. it is essential 
for children, by easy stages, to 
accept more and more responsi- 
bility for their owR decisions. In 
this way they develop judgment 

| by noting what happens and suf- 

| fering some of the consequences 
of their behavior. 


It should be clear, though, that it 
is unwise to force independent de- 
cisions on the child before he is 
willing or able to make them. Dur-
